PURPOSE:To flexibly deal with the change of 
a job content and to eliminate the need of 
program design which is required for the 
registration and alteration of an individual 
menu in the individual menu generation 
method of job using an online system. 
CONSTITUTION:Ajob menu is rearranged in 
the descending order of use frequency based 
on information on the individual menu of 
individual menu management data 1 (step 3), 
and only the job menu becoming a host is 
displayed as the individual menu (step 4). On 
the other hand, the number of the selected 
times of the job menu is counted (step 5), and 
individual menu management data is updated 
(step 6). Thus, the individual menu which 
flexibly deals with the change of the job 
content is automatically generated.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1 individual menu management data which manages information on an individual menu used 
by a specific person or group is read, According to information on individual menu management data, 
rearrange a menu item, and an individual menu is generated, An individual menu generation method 
displaying a generated individual menu, counting a use count of a selected transaction processing 
menu, and updating a use count of each transaction processing menu of individual menu 
management data.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application]Especially this invention relates to the individual menu generation method for 
an individually different business form in the transaction processing menu generation method on an 
on-line system, and the business form from which the contents of business in their charge change 
about an individual menu generation method. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]Generally, the individual menu generation method in the business which 
uses an on-line system is a method of showing as a menu only the business doubled with use of the 
specific person or the specific group in the whole on-line system. When not generating an individual 
menu, the transaction processing menu which it tries to perform must be chosen from many menus 
of the whole on-line system, and operativity is bad. An individual menu generation method is used in 
order to cancel the badness of this operativity. 

[0003]At the conventional individual menu generation method, irrespective of change of the 
contents of business in its charge, the menu displayed was fixed and needed program design for 
every individual menu. [Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention]Since it is being fixed [ the 
individual menu generation method in the conventional online application mentioned above ] in the 
stage of program design, moreover it cannot respond to change of a work breakdown, change and 
registration of an individual menu have the fault that program design is needed. 
[0004] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]An individual menu generation method of this invention reads 
individual menu management data which manages information on an individual menu used by a 
specific person or group, A menu item is rearranged according to information on individual menu 
management data, an individual menu is generated, a generated individual menu is displayed, a use 
count of a selected transaction processing menu is counted, and a use count of each transaction 
processing menu of individual menu management data is updated. 
[0005] 

[Example]Next, the example of this invention is described with reference to drawings. 
[0006] Drawing 1 is a flow chart showing one example of the individual menu generation method of 
this invention. 

[0007]In drawing 1, 1 the individual menu generation method of this example Individual menu 
management data, Step 2 reading of the individual menu management data 1 and Step 3 
Rearrangement of an individual menu, It is each step which updates the individual menu management 
data 1 as a step which Step 5 reflects Step 4 in the display of an individual menu, and reflects it in 
the count of the use count of a menu, and in which Step 6 makes an individual menu use count 
reflect in the individual menu management data 1. The individual menu management data 1 is a file 
with the information about an individual menu. The reading step 2 of the individual menu 
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management data 1 is a step which reads the individual menu management data 1. The 
rearrangement step 3 of an individual menu is a step which rearranges into a key the use count data 
for every transaction processing menu read at said step 2, and rearranges a transaction processing 
menu into a descending order. The displaying step 4 of an individual menu is a step which displays 
only the number which was able to determine beforehand the thing of the higher rank of the 
transaction processing menu rearranged at said step 3. At this time, the choice which can open the 
menu of the whole on-line system is added and displayed. The count step 5 of the use count of a 
menu is a step which counts the number of times of a transaction processing menu with the 
selected user. The renewal step 6 of the individual menu management data 1 is a step which adds 
the using frequency of the menu counted at said step 5 to the individual menu management data 1 . 
[0008] Drawing 2 is a lineblock diagram showing an example of the individual menu management data 
1 . 7 is ID attached for every user. 8 is a user name. 9 is an old use count of a transaction 
processing menu name and its transaction processing menu. 
[0009]Next, operation of this individual menu generation method is explained. 

[001 0]A user inputs a user ID as individual menu executive unit ID after starting an on-line system. 
The individual menu management data corresponding to a user is read from the individual menu 
management data 1 by using this user ID as a key (Step 2). Next, the read use count data for every 
transaction processing menu is rearranged into a key, and a transaction processing menu is 
rearranged into a descending order (Step 3). Next, only the number which was able to be decided 
beforehand displays the thing of the higher rank of the rearranged transaction processing menu 
(Step 4). It enables it to also perform the transaction processing menu which adds and displays the 
choice which can open the menu of the whole on-line system, and is not displayed on an individual 
menu at this time. A generation indication of the individual menu is given above. 
[0011]With the displayed individual menu, a user chooses a transaction processing menu. Selection 
of a transaction processing menu will count a use count a user exception and according to a 
transaction processing menu (Step 5). Next, the selected on-line system is started. The use count 
according to [ classified by use ] transaction processing menu is added to individual menu 
management data at the time of on-line system business finishing (Step 6). Thus, the individual 
menu management data 1 is automatically updated in the process in which the usual business is 
performed. 

[001 2] Although a user ID shall be used for individual menu executive unit ID as an example in the 
above explanation, it is clear that it is not restricted to this, the effect same as a unit that use 
group ID also uses an individual menu is acquired, and the purpose of this invention can be attained. 
[0013] 

[Effect of the Invention]As explained above, the individual menu generation method of this invention, 
Since the use count of a transaction processing menu is counted and individual menu management 
data is updated whenever it performs online application using this method, whenever an on-line 
system performs business using this method, a generation indication of the new menu screen is 
given dynamically. Therefore, the more it uses this method, the more the menu system which 
specialized in the business of a specific person or a specific group can generate, without performing 
program design.
